This  month,  the  Clean  Team  will  be  detailing 
all  the  alleys  in  the  district:  removing  all 
weeds,  graffiti,  and  trash. 

Earlier  this  year,  the  Clean  Team  pressure  washed  every  trash  can  in  the 
district,  removed  weeds  from  all  local  tree  wells,  touched  up  walls  with  paint, 
and  cleaned  dirty  utility  boxes.
